It must not be supposed 
tbat the name of this group of rocks was in- 
tended by those’ who gave it to indicate that 
a ship is sufe in proportion to Her distance 
from them, but undoubtedly the expression 
“weathering the Bishop” does describe, in 
the language of » pilot of these waters, a 
difficult and perilous operation. The steaw- 
akip Delaware endeavoured to perform this 
operation in a gale of tromendous violence on 
Wednesday of last week, and, having failed, 
shé necessarily went to pieces. Wo are only 
in possession of general informution as to the 
cireurastances of her loss, but we ean hardly 
be mistaken in supposing that it indicates 
some peculiar danger of modern navigation 
which did not exist under the system which 
Shovel, and after him Nelson, practised. 
This ship had passed through the Suez Canal 


" sin her last homeward voyage, and we should 


think, that, a ship, which bad boen either 
built or adapted for that traffic was not well- 
suited for “weathering the Bishop” in a 
south.west gale. But it would he quite pos. 
sible to make o voyaga out from Liverpool to 
India without coming dangerously near the 
Scilly Isles, Unfortunately, however, the 
captains of these fast steamships ure rather 
disposed to cut things too fine.
